ing. 

6.  To  raise  such  suhis  of  moi^ey  as  may  be  neces- 

sary for  the  support  of  the  Poor  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

7.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 

sary for  the  repairs  of  Highways. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  in- 

struct its  Selectmen  to  take  such  action  re- 
garding rolling,  plowing  or  otherwioe,  in 
keeping  open  winter  roads  in  said  town  for 


the  year  ensuing,  as  in  their  judgment 
seems  most  conducive  to  the  best  interest  of 
the  Town,  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  appro- 
priate, if  any,  for  the  purpose  of  opening  up 
so-called  "Spring  Roads." 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State  Aid  for  con- 

struction of  the  Class  II  road  known  as 
Keach  Road  and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set 
aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  $853.50; 
or  will  accept  state  aid  for  construction  of 
Class  V  roads  and  raise  and  appropriate  or 
set  aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  $367.72.

tain highway  in  said  Town,  commencing  at 
the  house  located  on  the  "Colby  Farm"  so- 
called,  and  now  owned  by  Pertie  Gray, 
thence  running  easterly  as  now  travelled  to 
the  premises  of  Charles  Marshall,  thence 
southerly  as  travelled  to  where  it  intersects 
the  State  Highway.
